tho convention was not disappointed. 
The friends of tho prohibition movement 
had selected tho Hon. William T. Price, 
of Black River Falls, to champion their 
cause in the convention, and ho prepared 
a 
resolution 
which ho

incorporated in the platform. The reso- 
lution was aa follows: 


Firmly believing in a government of 


the pcoplo for the people and by tlio peo- 
ple, we favor the submission of all great 
questions of public policy, such as liquor 
prohibition and any other questions np- 
011 which the people are divided, and for 
the submission oC which n respectable 
uumbar of people may petition the legis- 
lature, to the popular vote; iu order that 
such questions may bo separated from all 
party strife and a verdict of the voters 
bo rendered upon their monts, in a non- 
partisan manner. 


This was ottered just before the con- 


vention began to ballot for Governor, 
bnt it was referred to tho comiuittoa on 
resolutions with instructions to report 
thereon before the convention adjourned.

WAS HE SLAIN BY THE SUR3EONS! 
Thoro have been some startling charges 


published regarding the wanner in which 
the post-mortem examination of the body 
of President Garfield was made. The 
revelations ore said to have been made 
by an unquestioned authority, and will 
create n terrible shock throughout the 
country. For a long time tho treatment 
of the President was very much criticised, 
and there was a lurking suspicion in the 
minds of very many prominent physicians 
that there was something radically wrong 
in tho treatment of tho wound. But it 
was a difficult thing to rnuke specilic 
charges aud therefore the country pretty 
generally settled down to the belief that 
the dying President's physicians were 
doing the best they know how and .the 
best that could be done. 


But since the autopsy there have been 


some strange revelations made, nud oveu 
if half is true that is given to tho pub- 
lic it will shock thecouutry. The charge 
is made that malpractice caused the death 
of President Garlield, 
and 
however 


keenly tins charge may cut tlio attending 
surgeons, and however startling tlio rev- 
elations, a full and truthful statement 
will be made after tho funeral. The au- 
topsy was made iu a very singular man- 
ner,-and tho result is telegraphed to the 
Times. The post-mortem was made by a 
man of no experience in surgery, in tho 
presence of the attending physicians, 
and this was done simply to satisfy tlio 
requirements of the laws of New Jersey. 
'If the surgeons who had charge of the 
case had been particularly anxious that 
tho report of tho autopsy should be con- 
vincing to everbody, they would have in- 
vited some surgeons or pathologists, at 
least as eminent as themselves, aud in no 
way concerned in the treatment of the 
case, to bo present. It is stated that 
they wore urged to permit the presence 
of two distinguished pathologists from 
New York nnd two from Philadelphia, in 
order that tho report should unquestion- 
ably bo free from suspicion ot. conceal- 
ment. They declined, on the ground 
that such a course would bo n rcllectiou 
on themselves." 


The report of tho autopsy is false, and 


had it not been for Attorney-General 
MncVoagh, and General Swaim, the lat- 
ter an excellent physician, tho truth 
would have been suppressed. 
By them 


it is said that the President did not die 
from any roanlt of tho wound, but from 
blood-poisoning proceeding from imper- 
fect drainage of the wound tho second 
day after the shooting. A clot of blood 
which oonld have boon taken away, bnt 
was allowed to ruinaiu untouched caused 
tho huge abscess upon tho kidney, from 
which the blood-poisoning came. Gen- 
oral Swaira and Dr. Boynton will reveal 
tho miner secrets ot the post mortem. 
Ono of the most startling features of the 
exposure will be the history of the search 
for the boll. Ono hour was passed iu 
cutting for it. Then the bowels wero re- 
moved aud placed loose in a wash-bowl. 
Another hour was spent, and then some 
one looked iu the contents ot tho wash- 
bowl and discovered the encysted ball 
among tho intestines. Yet tho autopsy 
locates this boll in tho muscles of tho 
back. General Swaim has been so in- 
dignant over tlio report of tho autopsy 
that nothing will prevent him from tell- 
ing tho true utory to tho public after 
President Garfield is buried. 


General Swaim also says that Surgeon 


General Wales, who was among the sur- 
geons first called in, but who was speod- 
ily dispensed with, insisted upon tho ex- 
istence of this dangerous clot oC blood, 
and described its location. Some furth- 
er corroboration is afforded by the fact 
that the report of the autopsy already 
published justifies the declaration of Dr. 
Hammond as long ago. aa July that 
tho patient was then suffering from pyoo 
iniii.

in complete ignorance of the traok and 
loaatiou of tlio ball, and that death was 
the result ot blood-poison which could 
have been easily prevented. How much 
real truth thoro will ba in tho statements 
of General Swaim and Dr. Boyutou can 
not bo definitely stated, .but tho country 
ia assured that -tho revelations ot tho 
post-mortom, when ollicially made, will 
create n sensation in the medionl world.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23—The depot was 


closed. Mrs. Garfleld, accommpauied by 
Colonel Itookwell, General Swaim, Miss 
Moliie and Harry Garfield, Mrs. Dr. Pow- 
er, and one or two other ladies had come 
down an hour before, and were waiting 
in their car. Within the station, at the 
gate through which the remains were to 
pass, were ranged flic guard of honor in 
two flics, on the ono sido the oflicors ot 
tho army and the other the unvy. On 
tho part of the army there woro General 
Sherman, Lieutenant General Sheridan, 
Major'General Hancock, Adjutant Gen- 
oral Drum, and Quartermaster General 
Meiggs. For tho navy, opposite, stood 
Admiral Itogera, Admiral Stanley, Com- 
modore English, Surgeon General Wales, 
Pay Director Luce, aud Vice Admiral 
Lowan. 


Finally tho procession appeared at the 
corner ot Sixth street, on which the de- 
pot stands, and the avonuo. The troops 
wore brought to a "present arnia," and 
tho Marino band played a tmtonin dirge. 
Tho sliding gate was cthoved back, and 
the ton artillerymen who wore to bear 
the casket, marched out with tho pre- 
cision o£ automatons, aud stood waiting at 
the curbstone for their burden. 


Tho white horses, typical of death, were 


slowly led up to their places and the 
hearse stopped. The pall-bearers opened 
the door, drawing out tho black eu.iket, 
which they delivered to the stalwart HO!- 
diors who were to bear it to tho car for the 
last journey on earth. The thousands 
gathered iu the streets aud on tho house- 
tops looked ou with silence that was op- 
pressive. The slightest sound was audi- 
ble, and, when the cannon roared out its

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 — I'ho two trains 


woro drawn up sido by side, the one ou 
which the remains, tho family of tlio dead 
President, tho cabinet, tho pall-bearers, 
and guard of honor, with their aids, bo- 
ing on tho right. It was composed ot 
six curs trimmed in black, within and 
without. Along tlio upper panels was 
passed a broad belt of crape, and on the 
sides woro placed triangular pieces ot 
shirred stuff, with tho b:i333 ot the trian- 
gles turned toward either end, aud tho 
piooos brought together in tho center. 
Vory little was to bo scon of the original 
exterior, so liberally had tho drapery 
boon put on. Within was tho same pro- 
fusion ot (Jr.ipery. Tho o.ir which bore 
tho remains was almost lined with black. 


Tho pall rested on a catafalque placed 


noar tho center, nud tho soldiers rodo in 
tho ooaoh. Tho catafalque ou which tho 
casket rested was placed on a baso fixl-l 
feet and eight inches iu hoiglith. Tho 
dais was covered with black cloth, with 
tho national colors looped up in bows 
and rosottos. It was !JxH feet iu dimen- 
sions, with a height ot fourteen iuchos. 
Tho large floral cross aud two mounds 
of llowors. placed there at Elboron, still 
remained on the baso when tho dead was 
returned to the journey from tho death- 
bed to tho grave. 


President Arthur and General Grant 


took leave of Mrs. Garfield aud her two 
children, who were with her. It was an 
affecting scene, add tho memories of tho 
hopes and anticipations that had first 
brought her to Washington were no 
doubt 
forcibly 
impressed 
upon 


her 
mind. 
Shs 
was dressed 
in 


tho 
deepest 
mourning, nud 
could 


scarcely speak for the grief that still 
weighed her down, with its first poig- 
nancy that tho lapse oC tho few terrible 
days since tho Nation was plunged in 
mourning had not served to blunt. Lit- 
tle was said, and with tremulous tones 
tho President offered a word of consola- 
tion and sympathy, which she appropri- 


Iately acknowledged. 
General Grant 


spoke in kindly, soothing tones and then 
they retired. They passed out, escorted 
by Secretary Blaine, and, entering the 
carnage, drove sadly away as tho train 
pulled out out of the depot. 


Tho President, iu deference to tho 


best judgment of the cabinet, decided 
not to go to go to Ohio, and General 
Grant could not spare further time from 
business in New York. 


The train moved out at fi:15, nearly a 


quarter ot au hour behind time. 


This depot will remain a mournful 


monument of tho terrible events ot one 
of tho most remarkable epochs in the nu- 
nals for all time. It was here that the 
assassin shadowed tho dead President to 
strike him down weeks before tho blow 
came, and was deterred by the sight of 
Mrs. Garfield's pale face. This story will 
live iu tho tales ot a thousand years 
hence, when tho lapse of 
time has 


dimmed the dividing lino between myth 
and history, like the fables of Turpeia 
and .the vestal who bore tho founders of 
Home. Hero again ou the fatal July 
morning tho President was shot down, 
aud again by this way was borne a living 
shadow in search of health J»y the sea. 
He was not carried through tho same 
doors to-day that lie passed in July 2d in 
good health, chatting with his favorite 
adviser, ou whom he loaned more than 
any other. To-day the casket was taken 
by way of tho Sixth street entrance, and

He placed another cartridge 
in tho weapon, picked out a picturesque 
spot on which to fall, gave one thoftght 
to tho magnificent sensation which 
would bo created by tho discovery of 
two lovers' corpses, composed his feat- 
ures to a smile of peace, and would 
then have sent a bullet crashing into 
his bosom, but tho young lady regained 
consciousness and" stayed his cruel 
hand. 


—Not long ago the body of a detoct- 


ivo named Frimnx was found in the 
cemetery of a Russian town called 
Smolensk, where tho unfortunate man 
had been murdered in cold blood by the 
revolutionists. Primm, it appears, had 
learned that a meeting of conspirators 
was' to bo hold during tho previous 
night in the burial-ground, and, dis- 
guised as a laboring man, had joined 
tho assemblage for the purpose of iden- 
tifying those present. 
It was his ill 


fato to bo recognized, seized and con- 
demned to instant death. 
Several of 
the conspirators hold him down while 
ono of their chiefs deliberately cut his 
throat from ear to ear; thus, at least, 
runs tho confession of two men who 
were subsequently arrested upon sus- 
picion of being connected with the se- 
cret associations, and who, it is alleged, 
have frankly acknowledged thoir com- 
plicity in tho crime.

—Tossed Potatoes.—Boil some pota- 


toes m their-skins; peel them and cut 
into small pieces. Toss thorn over the 
lire in a mixture of cream, butter rolled 
m flour, pepper and salt till they are 
hot and well covered with tho sauce. 


—Lemon Butter for Tarts.—Lemon 


butter is excellent for tarts. It is made 
as follows: One pound pulverized white 
sugar, whites of six eggs and yelks of 
two, 
throe lemons, including grated 


riiul and juice. Cook twenty minutes 
over a slow lire, stirring all tho while. 


—r,y using sirup or molasses formus- 
tanl plasters, they will keep soft and 
loxiblo and not dry up and become 
liard, as when mixed with water. A thin 
paper, or line cloth, should como be- 
tween tho plaster and the skin. The 
strongth of the plaster is varied by the 
addition of more or less Hour. 


—The simplest and best remedy for 


tho cabbage-worm is said to be to 
sprinkle air-slacked limo on tho plants 
in tlio morning, on tlio dew, till the 
plante aro white with it. Ono who has 
tried it for several years says that, at 
most, two applications arc suflicicnt. I 
i lie Inno is also a gootl fertilizer for the 
cabbage.

—Poach Butter.—Paro ripe peaches 


and put them in a preserving kettle, 
with sntlieient water to boil them soft; 
then sift through a colander, romovino- 
tho stones. To each quart of peaches 
put ono and one-half pounds suo-ar, and 
boil very slowly one hour. Stir often 
and do not let them burn. Tut in stono 
or glass jars and keep in a cool place. 


—A poultry house may bo freed from 


lice by first thoroughly cleaning out all 
tho manure, then removing tho roosts 
and everything in which lice may har- 
bor. Next take a gallon of kerosene 
oil and saturate every crack in which 
lieo may gather; tako out tho floor and 
leave tho earth, and lastly give the 
whole a thorough soaking with hot 
limo wash. Lastly, grease the roosting- 
poles with lard and kerosene oil so that 
it gets upon tho fowls' feathers. 


—A deep punctured wound, such as 


ono made by a horse stepping on a nail 
which enters the foot, should bo imme- 
diately enlarged as much as possible by 
cutting away tho horny sole, and should 
then bo thoroughly washed with a solu- 
tion of salt in warm water, injected by 
means of a syringe. Some compound 
tincture of benzoin may then bo in- 
jected, and a plug of tow soaked in tho 
tincture should be kept in the wound. 
Tlio foot should bo thoroughly soaked 
in warm water twice a day and dressed. 
If tlio wound is closed much mischief 
will result, and it must bo kept open 
until it heals from tlio bottom.— N. Y. 
'limes. 


—Drying Apples.—Apples sliced may 


top dried very fast under a suitable 
kitchen stove by taking up tho ashes 
clean every morning. Have three extra 
wide boards of suitable length to (it 
under tho stovo, nail strips of lath 
around them to keep tho fruit on; raise 
the back oud to get all tho heat you 
can. 
When the fruit pets hot, take the 


board out and stir tho fruit well and let 
cool while another board of fruit is 
heating; change often.
